The government has appealed. 
In January, 1919, Charles W. An­ 
derson, Collector of Internal Rev­ 
enue, sued the New York Life in­ 
surance Company for $73,277 in the 
Southern Federal District Court. 
The Collector demanded the 
re­ 
covery of the $73,000 which had 
been held to be daditional corpora­ 
tion excise taxes, returned to the 
life insurnace company as having 
been illegally assessed and collect­ 
ed for the year 1910 under the rev­ 
enue act of 1909. 
There were two questions involv­ 
ed in the case. 
First, 
whether 
dividends applied by credit in par­ 
tial payment of stipulated prem­ 
iums constituted income, and, sec­ 
ond, whether the decline in market 
value or a marking down of book 
value of securities constituted “ de­ 
preciation of property."

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W H A T S IN A NAM E? 


Following the carrying at the No­ 
vember election 
of 
the $60,000,000 
bond proposal for good roads there 
has developed a variety of opinions as 
to the manner in which this great sum 
shall be spent to the end that the 
greatest good to the greatest number 
shall result. 
As yet no definite plan 
has been decided upon and the sub­ 
ject has been thought of such impor­ 
tance that Governor Hyde, with the 
desire of having it considered on its 
merits 
and free from 
other 
influ­ 
ences, has decided to call an extra ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly to cre­ 
ate the legal machinery necessary to 
put into effect the verdict of the peo­ 
ple in this particular matter. 
In the meantime there have sprung 
up various groups .of 
people 
with 
plans and specifications that they wish 
to put into effect. One of these, call­ 
ing itself the “ Missouri Federation of 
Commercial Clubs” has been particu­ 
larly active 
in special 
opposition to 
the plan of building a continuous sys­ 
tem of roads 
traversing 
all sections 
and reaching all points 
of the state. 
The plan of the men representing this 
so-called organization appears to be 
to take the money voted by the people 
and split it up into as many parts as 
there are counties 
in the state, give 
each county its share and let each do 
as it pleases as to building the roads, 
with no unity of plans, specifications 
or endeavors. 
Why this plan has been 
suggested no one seems to know. 
In 
an endeav<*r to find just who is back 
of the idea and its purposes and who 
the “ Missouri Federation of Commer­ 
cial Clubs” represents, 
the 
Capital 
N ew s of Jefferson City recently sent 
out inquiries. 
The result is shown in 
the follow ing from the columns of that 
paper: 
Last Sunday’s 
Capital 
News an­ 
nounced that the editor had previous­ 
ly addressed communications to the 
presidents and secretaries of all Mis­ 
souri 
Commercial 
Clubs 
and 
local 
Chambers of Commerce, w hose names 
could be obtained, 
making 
inquiry 
concerning 
affiliations 
with the so­ 
called Missouri 
Federation 
of Com­ 
mercial Clubs. In this communication, 
the editor sa id : 
. “There appears 
to 
be much 
misunderstanding as to the ac­ 
t u a l scope and character of the 
so-called Missouri Federation of 
Commercial Clubs, and I am un­ 
dertaking to obtain first-hand in­ 
formation as to whether this or­ 
ganization is in fact a federation 
of clubs, having regular member­ 
ships, with 
dues 
paid 
by con­ 
tributing members.” 
The purpose of this inquiry was to 
determine the exact facts, impartially 
and without reference to any position 
taken upon the road question or any 
other question by the officers who ap­ 
pear to be at the head of this alleged 
Federation. 
The purpose was to find 
out whether the organization was in 
reality a federation, in order that the 
people might know* whether these of­ 
ficers actually represent the Commer­ 
cial Clubs of Missouri. 
If the Commercial Clubs of Missou­ 
ri do not contribute to the Federation, 


then it will become incumbent upon 
the proponents of the organization to 
show how and whence its funds come, 
who pays the salaries and expenses 
cl its otficers and that, through this 
intormation, the people may be able 
to ascertain the real character and in­ 
dent of the organization. 
No one doubts that once there was 
a live, intelligently-managed and use- 
tul body in Missouri, 
known 
as the 
Missouri 
Federation 
of Commercial 
Clubs. 
It, as it has 
been 
rumored 
heietofoie, 
all 
of 
the 
commercial 
bodies ot the state have dropped out 
of the Federation, and no longer pay 
dues or make contributions, then the 
Federation becomes an imposition up­ 
on the public. 


In 
order that the 
people 
might 
know, the ( apital News presents here­ 
with the answers of 
the 
officers of 
Missouri's commercial 
bodies, which 
speak for themselves. 
Summing up 
these answers, it appears that the Fed­ 
eration has no members among the 
commercial 
organizations 
found 
iii 
practically all of the principal cities 
and towns in the state, and receives 
no funds from them. Only one club, 
the Hannibal C hamber of Commerce, 
of which A. Lyman Donlin was once 
secretary, has made any contribution 
* within the last year, which amounted 
to $10. 
Even the club in Mr. Kelso’s 
home city, Cape Girardeau, declares 
itself not a member, and has made no 
contribution. 
From this it is very clear that the 
“ Missouri Federation of Commercial 
Clubs” does not represent the various 
business and 
commercial 
organiza­ 
tions of the state, and that its activities 
are not directed by tile concerted opin­ 
ions of these body. The question, then, 
naturally arises, who does it represent 
and why?

Surely no more fitting enemy could 
be found upon which to test out the 
noxious compounds wtyich, it appears, 
are to be among the accepted weapons 
in future wars.

Washington. March 15.—Recogni­ 
tion of the (Jreek government of 
King Constantine by 
the 
United 
Stales is expected to result shortly 
from 
active 
negotiations 
which 
Lave been instituted by the Greek 
government with the state depart­ 
ment through the Greek legation 
here. 
Letters from King Constantine of 
Greece and Queen Mother Olga, it 
became known containing formal 
announcement of the ascension to 
the throne of the king, have been 
transmitted to the state department 
by the Greek legation. 
One of the obstacles to recogni­ 
tion of King Constantine by tbe 
United States, it was said by state 
department officials of the last ad­ 
ministration, was

Thirty-five of ihe sixty- 
five women prisoners are negroes 
and the ratio should be throe ne­ 
groes to five white women, based 
'on population. Cobb declares. 
More than 600 of the 763 male ne­ 
groes confined in the prison

from the large cities and popula­ 
tion centers and Cobb points to this 
as evidence that the negro in

rural and agricultural districts 
is 
not a criminal.

March 15.—Ambi­ 
tion to “go west and grow up with 
the country’’ led Champ Clark to 
leave his native state of Kentucky 
for Hie soil of Kansas, and grass­ 
hoppers drove the future speaker of 
the house of representatives hack 
to Missouri 
to teach 
school until 
such time. as he could again afford 
to practice law. 
This is the testimony of William 
L. Webb, of Independence, Mo., an 
old and intimate friend of Hie Mis­ 
souri statesman who died in^ Wash­ 
ington just before his term of of­ 
fice 
expired. 
Mr. 
Webb 
knew 
Champ Clark in the Missouri legis­ 
lature more than thirty years ago, 
when Clark was winning his spurs 
as a lawmaker. 
Mr. Webb rehiem- 
bers much about Champ Clark that 
! 
set down in most accounts of 
the Missourian’s life, and has col­ 
li cted a wealth of anecdotes from 
others who knew* him. 
Much of it 
was set down In a life of Clark, 
published in 11112, when it seemed 
probable that “Champ” would re­ 
ceive the 
democratic 
nomination 
for Hie presidency. 
Clark’s father was a wagon mak­ 
er in Kentucky; a man who, as his 
son declared, probably never own­ 
ed $500 worth of property at one 
time in his life; a man interested 
in books, in music, in oratory and 
i determined 
that 
his son should 
have the education he himself had 
missed. Clutipp Clark grcwr up, de­ 
termined to acquire an education, 
and got it as he went along. 
He 
read what he was able to lay his 
hands on, the Bible excepted until 
one day he discovered that a quota-1 
Hon from a speech of Patrick Hen­ 
ry s—“Hie race is'not always to the I 
swift, nor tile battle to the strong” ! 
—was 
from 
the 
Bible. 
Clark’s ; 
father told him that the Scriptures i 
were filled with phrases equally as j 
striking, and Champ Clark read the j 
Bible thereafter. 
His speeches bore testimony to i 
to how well he learned the book. I 
But lie refused to become a minis* J 
ter. 
He declined his father’s urg­ 
ings on this head, and afterward 
declined repeatedly to yield to the 
entreaties of a wealthy planter of 
Camden, Ky„ “ Uncle Billy’ Stevens, j 
Ic become 
a 
clergyman. 
“Uncle ; 
Billy” 
wanted 
it 
Vso 
badly | 
that he offered to leave naif his es­ 
tate to Champ Clark if he would 
yield, but Clark said “no.” 
Champ Clark had a real genius J 
tor loving and for hating, according » 
to Mr. Webb. 
An old woman, a, 
Mrs. Young, who was kind to him j 
after his mother’s death, received j 
gifts and checks from Champ Clark j 
as long as she lived. 
A Kentucky ; 
farmer who treated him harshly as 
a boy was long remembered as a 
man with whom accounts must one 
day be squared. Finally the oppor­ 
tunity came and Clark, a muscular 
young man, strode into the man’s 
home to administer two-fisted jus­ 
tice. 
He found his one time op­ 
pressor poor, withered, and gray­ 
haired. Clark gazed at him. 
Fate 
cr providence had anticipated his 
vengeance. 
And Champ Clark, in­ 
stead of the long anticipated beat­ 
ing, left his former foe with a pres­ 
e n t of money. 
When Champ Clark left Ken­ 
tucky to seek his fortune, lie went 
to Wichita, Kansas. That was the 
grasshopper year in Kansas, and 
(’lark stayed in the new country 
just eleven 
weeks. 
Nobody 
had 
money enough to need a lawyer 
Clark had just been admitted to the 
and. with his slender stock of

Champ Clark was one of 
the leading spirits of the party, and 
on the motion of a gray haired el­ 
der, Clark was ousted from church 
membership for dancing. 
He left 
the building and 
strode 
up and 
down under the trees, wondering 
what he should do. 
And then, as 
Was 
customary 
at 
every 
serv­ 
ice of the church, the minister ask­ 
ed whether there were any persons 
who wished to join 
the 
church. 
Chump Clark entering the building 
humbly, said he repented of his sin 
and desired membership. 
He was 
forgiven and 
readmitted 
to mem­ 
bership. 
He had been outside the 
fold for less than an hour. But he 
gave up dancing. 
Mr. Webb tells of serving with 
Clark in the lower house of the 
Missouri legislature in 1888. 
They 
were appointed to investigate, con­ 
ditions at the University of Missou­ 
ri, and the 
report 
brought in by 
their committee resulted in the re­ 
moval of the president of the Uni­ 
versity. 
Clark regretted 
deeply 
that he 
felt it his duty to recommend his 
action, Mr. Webb said, “but lie felt 
still more deeply that the position 
of the head of a university was one 
of great trust, and that the incum­ 
bent had failed in it. 
And though 
he liked him personally and admir­ 
ed his scholastic achievements, he 
brought 
about 
his 
resignation. 
Champ Clark 
was 
happy 
when, 
years later, 
the 
personal breach 
that this action caused, was healed 
and the former president of the uni­ 
versity was his guest at luncheon iii 
Washington. 
“Champ Clary was square to the 
four winds,” said Mr. Webb. There 
are many people in the land who 
will miss his rugged presence in 
Congress. And there are a lot of us 
here in Missouri who have lost a 
loyal friend in him.

In those days the cemetery was 
watched m e r and cared for as are 
the burial plots of the country to­ 
day. 
But now*, the burial ground 
is becoming obliterated; tho tomb­ 
stones and markings are broken 
and scattered. 
Scores 
of the graves are un­ 
marked, and many of them have 
been lost in the shuffle of time. 
The old wooden coverings are de­ 
cayed and fallen, the larger stom* 
boxes, which in some cases were 
used as caskets, being the 
only 
tablets of their kind to withstand 
the waste of years. 
Little or no attempt

made to preserve

A fence was once erected 
around the plot, but today it has 
fallen like dozens of the

ments and horses and cows graze 
over and around the graves. 
On some of the stones nicknam­ 
es of the dead are clearly marked 
while from others weather 
and 
time has practically erased

names once crudely cut 
therein. 
On top of the hand-wrought stone* 
boxes which still are intact are 
sinuously carved designs of flow­ 
ers and animals. 
The trees in the 
burial park are upturning many of 
the markers. 
Old tribesmen look upon the pass­
